1 . Applicant's response and claim amendments received November 5, 2009 are 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1-55 and 57-72 have been canceled. 
Claims 73-75 have been added. 

Claims 56 and 73-75 are pending in the instant claimed application. 

2. Applicant's response and amendments received November 5, 2009 have 
overcome all prior grounds of rejection. The polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:42 is novel and 
non-obvious and inherently homodoimerizes as per the teachings of the specification. 

3. Upon a final review before allowance, the examiner has cited additional 
references which help to better establish the context of the prior art in which the instant 
claimed invention was conceived. These additional references are of a background 
nature and they do not anticipate, or in combination with additional references render 
obvious, the instant claimed invention, nor do they indicate any lack of enablement for 
the instant claimed invention.
